Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' discussion directed to distinguishing the instant invention 
from the prior art teachings (specifically cited Ladner et al.) Applicant argues that the instant invention is not a typical 
phage display as exhibited in the prior art because the composition is non recombinant, does not involve a polypeptide 
bound between the chimera and lattice protein (therein the chimera and lattice protein are separate compositions 
involved in protein interaction-not bound to each other), thus the composition does not require secretory display within 
the phage system; and can be utilized in large and small molecule expression. Applicants were directed to include the 
distinguishing characteristics in independent claim 57 (particularly clearlfying the recited binding/bound chimera to the 
lattice protein). However, such changes must find support in the disclosure and not require additonal 
search/consideratrion- which will be assessed by the examiner when the response is filed. 
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
